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CON  Amendments 
To  Be  Proposed 
To  Legislature 

Governor  Thomas  L.  Judge  will 
be  asked  to  include  in  his  legisla- 
tive package  to  the  1979  legislature 
amendments  to  the  present  Mon- 
tana Certificate  of  Need  (CON) 
law. 

The  need  for  amendment  has  be- 
come evident  during  the  past  four 
years  of  enforcement  experience, 
and  in  the  wake  of  the  passage  of 
the  National  Health  Planning  & 
Resources  Development  Act  of  1974 
(PL  93-641),  which  requires  states 
to  have  a  CON  law  which  con- 
forms with  federal  guidelines  by 
September,  1980.  Without  a  con- 
forming law,  states  risk  losing  a 
number  of  federal  Public  Health 
Service  funds. 

To  gather  direct  input  for  draft- 
ing amendments,  the  Health  Plan- 
ning &  Resource  Development  Bur- 
eau established  a  CON  task  force 
of  representatives  from  the  Mon- 
tana Medical  Association,  the  Mon- 
tana Hospital  Association,  the 
Montana  Nursing  Home  Associa- 
tion, the  Montana  Legislative 
Council,  the  Montana  Dept.  of 
Social  &  Rehabilitation  Services, 
the  Montana  Dept.  of  Institutions, 
the  Montana  Health  Systems 
Agency,  Inc.,  and  a  consumer  rep- 
resentative,   appointed   by   MHSA- 

The    task    force    identified    the 
parts    of   the    current   law   which 
must  be   revised,   and   the   Bureau 
staff  drafted  an  amended  bill-

EMS  Receives  1204  Grant 

On  June  30,  1978,  Department  Director  A.  C.  Knight,  M.D.,  received 
notification  from  the  regional  office  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  &  Welfare  that  funding  had  been  approved  for  a  Section 
1204  Emergency  Medical  Services  Grant. 

The  total  allotment  of  $378,609  was  awarded  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment on  behalf  of  Region  1A,  which  includes  Ravalli,  Missoula,  Granite, 
Lincoln,  Flathead,  Mineral,  Sanders  and  Lake  counties. 

Section  1204  EMS  grants  are  designed  to  implement  Advanced  Life 
Support  activities.  The  major  expenditure  of  funds  focuses  on  the  train- 
ing needs  of  medical  personnel  in  the  target  area.  Workshops,  seminars, 
and  training  sessions  are  planned  for  physicians,  nursing  personnel  and 
EMTs.  An  R.N.  training  coordinator  will  be  hired  specifically  to  meet 
the  needs  of  Emergency  Room  Nurses.  In  addition,  workshops  are  plan- 
ned in  the  following  informational  areas: 

Advanced  Cardiac  Life  Support  and  similar  training  opportunities 
for  physicians;  air  transportation  training,  neonatal  workshops  and  peri- 
natal transportation  training  for  R.N.s  and  EMTs. 

A  strong  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  continuing  education  needs 
of  Basic  Life  Support  personnel,  as  these  individuals  are  visualized  as 
the  foundation  of  an  Advanced  Life  Support  System. 

Other  funding  expenditures  are  planned  for  equipment  to  support 
training  and  patient  care  activities.  Communication  equipment,  cardiac 
monitor/defibrillators,  training  aids,  and  transportation  equipment  are 
included  within  the  approved  grant.  A  portion  of  the  grant  will  be  used 
to  improve  state-wide  activities,  particularly  EMT  training  and  EMS 
evaluation-

The  resource  development  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  Health  Plan- 
ning &  Resource  Development 
Bureau  are  complex,  difficult  to 
understand,  and  sometimes  contro- 
versial. 

This  article  is  an  attempt  to  des- 
cribe the  legal  basis  of  these  acti- 
vities and  explain  their  scope  and 
intent. 

Certificate  of  Need  (CON)  and 
Section  1122  Reviews. 

The  Montana  CON  Law  and  Sec- 
tion 1122  of  the  Social  Security 
Act  are  referred  to  collectively  as 
"project  reviews." 

The  Montana  CON  law,  passed 
in  1975,  requires  health  care  facili- 
ties and  home  health  agencies  to 
submit  certain  proposals  to  the 
Bureau  for  review  and  approval. 
Proposals  requiring  review  are: 

— capital  expenditures  of  more 
than  $50,000; 

— any  change  of  service; 

— any  change  in  licensed  bed 
capacity  which  involves  a  change 
of  10%  or  more. 

The  Bureau  must  judge  the  pro- 
posals on  a  number  of  criteria:  is 
the  proposed  change  needed  in  the 
community  and  service  area?  Is  it 
financially  feasible?  Will  it  unne- 
cessarily duplicate  existing  ser- 
vices? Does  it  conform  to  the 
health  plan  for  the  service  area? 

The  Section  1122  reviews  have 
been  required  since  1972  and  fol- 
low the  same  basic  criteria.  Under 
1122,  the  critical  proposed  expen- 
diture is  $100,000,  in  contrast  to 
the  $50,000  for  a  Montana  CON. 

Project  reviews  follow  a  set  pro- 
tocol: first,  the  staffs  of  the  Mon- 
tana Health  Systems  Agency  and 
of  the  Bureau  prepare  preliminary 
reviews;  then,  public  hearings  are 
held  in  the  sub-area  where  the  pro- 
posal originated.  Also  on  the  sub- 
area  level,  the  MHSA  council  does 
a  review  and  comment  on  the  pro- 
posal, as  does  the  state-wide  Gov- 
erning Board  of  the  MHSA. 

Finally,  the  Health  Planning  & 
Resource  Development  Bureau 
compiles  all  comment  and  makes 


its  recommendation  to  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Health  &  En- 
vironmental Sciences,  with  whom 
authority  rests  for  the  final  deci- 
sion. Dissatisfied  applicants  may 
appeal  within  15  days  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  &  Environmental 
Sciences. 

Failure  to  obtain  a  CON  before 
making  a  change  in  facility  or  ser- 
vice could  subject  the  facility  or 
service  to  ineligibility  for  licensure 
and/or  a  fine  of  $1,000  to  $10,000. 

Failure  to  obtain  approval  under 
Section  1122  will  result  in  decerti- 
fication for  certain  Medicare  or 
Medicaid  reimbursement. 

A-95  Reviews 

All  applications  for  federal  grants 
must  go  through  the  A-95  Clearing- 
house. Under  A-95,  all  agencies 
with  an  interest  in  particular  grants 
are  given  an  opportunity  to  com- 
ment on  these  grant  applications- 
The  Bureau  is  one  of  many  agen- 
cies, including  the  MHSA,  which 
reviews  applications  for  the  A-95 
Clearinghouse.  The  reviews  sub- 
mitted by  all  these  agencies  carry 
equal  weight. 

PUFF  Reviews 

A  new  review  authority,  known 
as  the  PUFF  Review,  will  be  vested 
in  the  Montana  HSA  when  it  is 
fully  designated.  Proposed  use  of 
federal  funds  (PUFF)  reviews  will 
be  required  for  expenditure  of  all 
funds  from  the  U.S.  Public  Health 
Service. 

Some  programs  operating  in 
Montana  which  will  be  directly 
affected  by  the  PUFF  review  re- 
quirement are:  mental  health,  alco- 
hol, drug,  emergency  medical  ser- 
vices, special  education,  family 
planning,  and  preventive  health 
services.  A  comprehensive  list  of 
programs  is  available  on  request 
from  Health  Planning  &  Resource 
Development  Bureau. 

The  PUFF  Review  authority 
comes  with  full  designation  of  an 
HSA  by  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education    &    Welfare.     Montana 


Health  Systems  Agency,  Inc.,  is 
awaiting  approval  of  its  applica- 
tion for  full  designation.  Final  de- 
cision is  expected  within  the  next 
four  months.  If  granted,  a  concur- 
rent responsibility  for  review  and 
recommendation  will  be  placed  in 
the  Health  Planning  &  Resource 
Development  Bureau. 

Appropriateness  Reviews 

PL  93-641  requires  the  Bureau 
to  review  on  a  periodic  basis,  at 
least  every  five  years,  all  institu- 
tional health  services  being  offered 
in  the  state  to  determine  their 
"appropriateness."  The  Montana 
Health  Systems  Agency  has  re- 
view and  comment  responsibility. 
After  the  Bureau  makes  its  de- 
termination, it  must  make  its  find- 
ings public.  However,  final  federal 
guidelines  for  Appropriateness  Re- 
views have  not  yet  been  issued  and 
so  they  are  not  being  conducted  at 
this  time. 

Construction   Review  &  Oversight 

The  Bureau  is  responsible  for 
administering  three  acts  pertain- 
ing to  medical  facility  construction: 

1)  Title  VI,  PHS  Act.  Under  this 
title,  the  Bureau  must  continue  to 
monitor  the  grants  and  loans  made 
under  the  now  defunct  Hill-Burton 
Construction  Program. 

2)  Title  XVI,  PL  93-641.  This  title 
replaces  the  Hill-Burton  Construc- 
tion Program  for  facility  modern- 
ization and  up-dating.  Congress 
authorized  the  Title  but  has  not 
allocated  any  money. 

3)  The  Montana  Hospital  &  Medi- 
cal Facilities  Licensing  Act  requires 
the  Bureau  to  review  all  facility 
construction  plans  and  monitor 
actual  construction  to  ensure  com- 
pliance with  fire  and  life  safety 
codes.  A  final  inspection  is  required 
before  the  facility  can  receive  a 
license  and  open  its  doors  for  op- 
eration.
